The “walk aod conversation”’ ofthe converted 
Esquimaux, testify their growth in grace, and 
the simplicity of their reliance oa Christ, as the 
only foundation of hope. The congregation con 
sists of 56 communicanis, 7 candidates, 21 bap 
tized persons, 12 candidates for baptism and 3 
unbapuzed. Total, including children, 179 per- 
sons. 

Nain.—The schools and daily worship are 
wellat ended. The scholars shew much eager- 
ness to learo Some efforts of ihe enemy, to 
create confusion among the youth, have been 
oversuled for good. In the course of the year, 
three adu'ts and seven children were baptized, 
five persons were admitted to the Lord’s supper, 
& four were received into the congregation. The 
number of inhabitants is 181. ¥ 

Olskakt —T his station has bad a recent addition 
of filty nine persons, among whom are several 
that discover ac awakened mind, and a spirit of 
anxious inquiry. ‘The Spirit of truth has ep 
lightened their hearts, and directed them to 
Christ as their only hope.’? Tn the daily meet 
ings at the church, oo festivals, aod at the ad- 
ministration of the Holy Sacraments, the pre: 
sence of the Saviour has been felt in a “heart 
enlivening manner.” ‘Te schovis have beew 
diligently attended by 140 scholars, whose pro 
ficiency in reading the Holy Scriptures affords 
much pleasure. Eight persons were admitted 
to the Lord’s supper during the year, and tweo 
ty-one received the ordinance of baptism. The 
whole number of inhabitants 1s 341. 

In Greencann, the Brethren bave three sta 
tions alse. New Hernhutt, Lichtenfels, aud Lich- 
tenau. . ; 

From Lichtenfels, Mr. Gorche writes. that io 
general, the Cisistian walk of their Greenian 
ders, and their growth in grace, give the greacest 
satisfaction. Instaaces of yielding to temptation, 
however, sometimes occur, which gave the mis 
gionaries much uneasiness. 

At Lichlenau, there is a population of 655 
sou'st of (hese S71 are baptized. 55 were ad 
initted to the Lord’s supper the last year. Nine 
were received into the congregation. Prospects 
ot the increase of the congregation from among 
the hbealhen are encouraging. 

Anviava.— lis 50 years since the Brethren 
ovened their chureh at St Johus During that 
time there have been baptised and received in- 
to the congregation, 16,099 negroes, and 35 
brethren and 3o sisters, have been employed io 
the mission. There is at present great eagerness 
shown by the negroes to be instructed in reading, 
end schools are established in various places. 

Ai Cedar Hill, a new station about four miles 
from St. Johns, there were 92 adults and 70 
children baptized witha a year aller is 
establishment. 165 were added to the class 
of condidates for baptism, and about 200 to the 
class of new people. ‘These are such as ofler 
themselves for private instruction in the piloci- 
ples of religion, previous to Joining the congre- 
gation. f 

At Newfield, is a Congregation of 11 19 persons, 
of whom 376 are commuuicun's, 285 adulis, aod 
240 chiidren baptized. 

Sr Kirrs.—From Easter 1822 to Easter 1823, 
153 negroes were ¢ ither bapazed or aduited to 
the Lord’s supper at Bassaterre, aud st Bethesda 
92, Both the churcies here are too smali to 
accommodate the numbers that are ollen dispos- 
ed to attend Divine service. 

Jamaica.—At New Eden, Mr. Becker states 
that from Basier 1522 to Easter 1823, 99 adults 
were baptized,or received into the congregation 
52 became parctakers of the Lord’s supper. 
These are encvuragirg proots of the prozress of 
the work of the Lord and tes Spirit--but ihe 
enemy }8 got inactive. loa few stances, the 
spirit of persecu ton manifests insclr. Bur the 
desire of the veyroes to hear the word—to be 
delivered from the power of sin, and wo walk 
worthy of the gospel, increases. — 

» Sr. Croix.--Rev. Matihew Ww ied, who 13 ata 
tioved at Freidensberg, is past 8U years old, and 
hasbeen engaged in this mission dl years. He 
writes, that *Gou yet carries on his work ia the 
congregations, and leads many trom among «he 
heathen to us, who inquire, whatthey must do 
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|to be saved”? This venerable man adds,—“l 
jrejoice that I live to see the time, when the glo- 
/rious kingdom of God our Saviour begins to ap- 
|pear im so many parts of the world—when so 
jmany excellent institutions have been established 
jand associations formed to make known the 
|pure gospel of Jesus;—l rejoice that Christians 
no longer suffer themselves to be so much di- 
vided on account of opinions, and by disputes 
abont words and forms but more and more seek 
to maintain that spirit of union and brotherly 
love, which our Lord, iv that important prayer 
before his sufferings, desired might be the cha- 
racter of ail his people. 

South Arrica —At Enoz, which four years 
since was a wilderness “terrible in appearance, 
and the resortofelephants and tigers,”? there 
are now 250 inhabitants, and the congregation 
is gradually increasing. 

Mr. Hallbeck, from Gnadenthal, informs that 
the rehef received by the Hottentots from 
Europe, after the afflictive providences they 
have experienced in some past years, has pro 
duced a very salutary impression on their miuds. 
It has deeply convinced them of the disinterest- 
edness of their Christian friends, and led therm 
to seek a more thorough understanding of the 
peculiar spirit of Christianity. ‘As long as I 
have lived in Africa, says Mr. H.1 do not re- 
member ever to have had so frequent visits of 
Hottentote, who with earnestness inquire what 
they must do to be saved, or otherwise ask 
advice, io the concerns of their immortal 
souls, as in the course of this month.”’ 

Hemel en Aarde, is an insitution established by 
the Colonial government for the benevolent pur- 
pose of affording medical aid to persons infected 
with the incurable disease of Leprosy, aud for 
preveating the spread of it among the Hatten 
tots, as it is supposed by many to be infectious 
Rev. Mr. Leitnes is stationed here to give re- 
ligious instruction to the patients, and has been 
blessed in hig labours. Several cases of clear 
conversion to God are mentioned in Mr. Ls 
journal, and also several instances of the tri 
umphs of faith, in the sufferings aod death of 
e wretched outcasis.— Boston Recorder.

@ THE LATE MR. SMITH, w 
Missionary at Demarara. 


Av occurrence has been brought to public view, 
which more fuily justifies the character of Mr 
Smith, and throws more light on the conduct ot 
his persecutors than any thing that has been pub 
lished, signed by a Mr. Hopkinson, 19 April, in 
which he had submitted the Governor Geoeral 
(Murray) certain serious and heavy charges a- 
gainst a Captain Spencer, a militia and burgher 
officer,w ich cemained tor many weeks unnotic 
ed, but which were at length committed to a 
court of Inquiry for investigation. 

the charge brought by Mr. Hopkinson against 
Captain Spencer was this—Tha: he, Captain 
S who resided in the very centre of the agitat- 
ed district, had full informatioa of the intended 
disiurbance before it broke out, and neglected 
io make it known to the proper authorities, and 
was therefore guilly of gross misconduct. 

The court of inquiry has published their d¢ 
cision, whichis, that ‘*No blame whatever is ai 
tached to Captain Spencer for his conduct on 
the 18th of August last—(reader mark,)—the re 
volt having been so unexpected, and the infor- 
mation so little beheved, that it was not deemed 
expedient to alarm the colony by any military 
movement; and agit clearly appears that Captain 
Spencer, who lived inthe ceotre of the part in 
which it broke out, knew no cause to believe 
the rumour of the day, he could not have avoid- 
ed both r:dicule and censure should it have prov- 
ed unfounded, if he had needlessly thrown the 
district mito confusion and alarm by calling out 
phe militia.” 

Now this declaration completely exonerates 
Mr. Smith from the only charge which had the 
least colour of blame. Ee was judgeda crimi 
lnal, for nut communicating to the Governor wha! 
‘ne heard on Sunday the 17th. His answer was 
‘lain and simple; he had not the slightest idea 
jihat the slaves intended to revoit, he had there 
tore wothing to communicate;—and had he gone 
o the Governor, he might have incurred both 
istridicule and censure.’ Yet this silence of Mr. 
| smith is gravely cailed Jéisprison of Treason. 
| But the very same conduct in Captain Spencer is 
ld-clared to be perfectly blameless, and even com 
inendable; aud, ov ths ground, that he had no 
cause to believe the information be had receiv 
ed, and tha! had he reported it, or needlessly a 
larmed the Colony by any military movement, 
‘he could not have avoided both ridicule and 
censize ”° 

“Tie decision on Captain Spencer’s case 
(says the Editor of the New Times of July the 
ud) is perfectly fair and just. It 18 monstrous 
to charge men with treason because they do not 
run to a magisiraie wit every vague rumour that 
chey hear. But, if Captain Spencer bas been 
ireated fairly, the unavoidable reference is— 
that poor Smuh was Lie victin of persecution.

NINETEENTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE WESTERN 
MISSIONARY SOCIETY; 

Presented to the Synod of Pittsburgh, October 26th, 1824. 
(Conclsded from our last.) 
On adverting to the subjectof funds it will not be difficult for the mem- 
s of this society to see thatthe operations of the past year have requir- 
da larger expenditure than ujual. In aid of the sch vol at Maumee, the 
Board have this year received from the general government the sum of 
$300, and intimations have been given by the proper officer that this an- 
nua! allowance will be increased as the mission and the school progress. 
The real estate possessed by the board, and which is now suffix iently ex- 
tensive for he purposes of a large agricultural establishment 1s so 
situated a5 to secure to it a constant and rapid increase in value to the 
society. From a number of the auxiliary societies reports, as well as 
contributions have been duly received, and did the limits of this report 
or asense o expediency permit, there are some congregations whose do- 
nations, the last year, might be mentioned, as affording laudable instances 
of increased and unusual liberality. Of the state, or even the survival of 
others, whic » ere reported in years past, the Board have no information; 
and it is to be regretted that more attention was not paid to the es) .icit 
injunction of .ynod at its last meeting on this subject. The contribu- 
tions of some have bee forwarded unaccompanied by any reports, and 
the donations of others are found to be still remaining in the hands of their 
treasurers. 

During ‘\e past year, the Rev. A. G. Fairchild and the Rev. Simeon 
Woodruff have been employed, the one 4 and the other 6 weeks in soli- 
citing contributions to the Indian mission, and their journals, while they 
exhibit a want of sufficient interest and liberality, on the part of many 
congregations, eviice a general disposition of the people to aid the de- 
signs of the society. 

Several unsuccessful attempts were made, during the year, to enlist 
other members of this society in this business, and the Board feel desir- 
ous of at least so far engaging the co-operation of their fathers and bre- 
thren, th t in the event of a special pressure, should such an one occur 
at any time, they «ay calculate with confidence upon the prompt fulfil- 
ment of a short agency, by any member or members who may be ap- 
pointed in the several Presbyteries for the purpose. 

lo provide for the future wants of the mission, as well as to liquidate 
iebts and diminish the necessity of cash payments, the Board have been 
ately engaged in collecting a flock of sheep, to be driven to Maumee, and 
to be disposed of to the best advantage; and it affords them great plea- 
sure to say that a flock, consisting of not less than 500 sheep, are now on 
their way through the wilderness, as a special offering of a few of our 
congregations to the Indian mission, Experience, not less than various 
in ormauon, leaves no doubt upon the mind of the Board, that a little 
special attention to this species of benefaction,every year, would greatly 

dvance its interests, and leave u large proportion of cash expenditures 
to be made for the benetit of domestic missions. 

As the stock of cattle belonging to our establishment is too small for 
its demand, and as the superiatend nt has it in his power to dispose of 
some to good advantage in exchange for labour, building materials and 
other articles needed, .ne¢ Rev. Joseph Stevenson and the Rev. Thos. E. 
{lughes have been eppointed agents, to solicit aid in this way, from our 
triends in various parts of Ohic, and it is expected that they will, in the 
conclusion of their egency, mect at the station, and attend to an inspec- 
tio, of the state of the school and the state of the establishment general- 
ly. the Bours aiso contemplate the appointment of the Rev. Saml. Fait 
as a general agent, to collect and forward supplies to Maumee from parts 
ordering on the lake and near it, to meet the demands of the ensuing 
winter. In connexion with this part of their report, they deem it proper 
to add that the Pittsburgh Kecorder as the channel of their regular com- 
munication with the friends of the society, has not that degree of circu- 
lation which 1s desirab-e in itself, or sufficienuly encouraging to its faith- 
ful and diligent Editor. Indeed there is reason tu fear, should nothing be 
done in its behalf soon, that its survival will be rendered extremely im- 
probable, and thus one highly useful and important medium of instruc- 
tion and excitement to our churches be withdrawn. The Board 
wouid therelore suggest to the society collectively, as well as to each of 
its members present, the propriety of some plan of co-operation with the 
publisher, to widen, in their respective congregations, the sphere of its 
circulation, and to secure a more general and prompt compliance with 
the terms of publication. 

The Board can hardly conclude their report without adverting to the 
fact, that in various shapes, aid from various sources within the geogra- 
phical limits of this Synod, as well as in other parts of our country there 
exists, if not a greater, at least, a more open and avowed hostility to the 
benevolent plans of such societies as this than was apparent when they 
were in their incipient state. The force of a low, coarse and unmanly 
scurrility at one time; and the imputation to their servants and ayents, of 
motives of the most sordid, base, and sacreligious character at another, 
are employed to supply fur the covetous excuses for the neglect of pious 
Charities, and to alienate and destroy in the sincere and benevolent, all 
contidence in the wisdom and integrity of thuse who endure the self deny- 
ing toils, and those who conduct the interests of Christian missions.— 
hough such forwatd and gratuitous attacks made generally by persons, 
having few of the kind charities of our nature and fewer still of the inge- 
nuous sympathies of our religion, can awaken no fears in the minds of 
hinking men! yet some unaccustomed to see good things opposed, 
incapable of distinguishing between small possible defects and boid and 
plausible misiatenents and unacquainted with the open and unreserved 
manner in watch our missivnary operations are conducted, may feel some 
anxiety, and possibly distrust. itis proper that suca should be remind- 
ed, that by every reilecting christian these things were to be expected, 
and that there is every reason to believe that opposition to all that is be- 
nevolent intiese exertions of c vistians and all that 1s auspicious in 
the Signs o: the times, will become more and more decisive and unquali- 
fied, as the great and good cause advances. 

Uhe Board do not therefore advert to this as any thing extraordinary 
in the histury of the churca, nor because tiey wish to create in the pub- 
lic inind, any indiguation against those unhappy men, who have a heart to 
plant theiselves between the compassions of christian piety and the 
wreichedness of the destitute, it seeks to relieve, for the express purpose 
of thus endeavouring to anuinilate (oe one and augment and perpewate 
the other. Men thus employed, have enough, if conscience be not sear 
ed—il the sensibilities of our nature be vet benumobed, and if Heaven be 
not defied to pll up the cup of their owa woes. Broken must 
slumbers, discomiorted must be the spirit, painful must be the solitary 
disolute the bosom of one who thus gratuitously ad- 
veutures in the work of “shutting uj) (ie bowels” of christian tendert 
and insulting that benevolent cause on which many a departing saint has 
bestowed his toils, his tears and his prayers, and which Goa has been 
We nho- 
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vleased signally to own and bless in every stage of ils progress. 
lice it the rather, to waru, through this society, the churches which 
pose it, to beware of cunning arutices and plausible misrepresentations— 
Lo aSsure thein thathe turswears hh allegiance to the Head of the church 
who joins hiunseif to the counsels & the stagdard of such gainsaying op- 
posers of tue missionary Cause; for jusily ay it be said of them in res- 
pect to the heathen that “destruction and misery are in their way.” They 
would, if possible, arrest the operations of that cause, in their noble and 
venevolent career; but what are they disposed, what are they able to a- 
chieve, in the stead of them, for the moral uiumination of a benigited 
world: Are those dark and suspictous minds, which surmise and see 
bolinng but Dypucrisy, Chicanery and sac rulege in toe aims and elioris ot 
those Instiludoeus aud Lose men by whom Uke most auspicious plans ol 
uercy are pul in Operation, and (he inost arduous and self-denying toils 
and plivations are endured; are these, we Say, the minds to devise, anu 
aud to execute, for the spiritual guod of mankind, any thing great, disin- 
veresved and holy: Is theirs the charity that tninketn no evil: Is their: 
the spirit that can Claim Cougeniality with those of a Swartz, a Brainerd, 
a Paul, and of the great vewevolemt Saviour of the word? Is theirs the

voice that shall truly implore for the cavse of truth and humaniy in toe 
world, the compassion of God—or the sympatities of men? Are theirs 
the recollections we should desire to have gathering around vur spirits 
in the awful hour of death, or are theirs the “works” which we should 
wish to have “follow us” when we have descended tu the tor and our 
“spirits returned unto God who gave them” Burt we should not forget 
that this hostility to the missionary cause, over which for atime the 
wicked may re} sice and the plous mourn, is, after all, a matter ia which the 
opposing have litile reason for triumph, or the friendly for despondency, 


Not ser the ultimate success, or for the vain congratulauons of the hos- 

tile, but for the moral discipline and excitement of his owa people, has 

God permitted resistance to be thus rudely offered to the most benevolent 

endeavours of his church. Heaven may in its just indignation, suffer the 

| presumptuous to dash themselves to pieces against the Rock of Israel, 

| but the foundation and the rising edifice which it sustains remain unsha- 

ken. The missionary cause, though many may be the imperfections of 
ils management, is dear to Jehovah, and it will goon and fourish. The 
gospel must be published to all nations. Soon will opposition have done 

its work agaiust the spread of the gospel, and it will nave done ioreyer, 

“Yet a little wuile,” and though you seek it, it “shall not be found.” FAs 
years rol) on, they gather, in their relation (o prophecy, more etd more 

“importance in their course.” “hese instruments, which are now rusting 
for the want of use, and those energies which now slumber, because they 
have not been awakened, the Head of the church wall putinto requisition, 
The various benevolent institutions, which have appeared, and are 
every year appearing in the hemisphere of the church no resistance caa 
impede in their course; and though now like the celestial lumioaries, 
they seem to move some cimes in opposition to each other, as well as 
in frequent conjunction; yet, all moved by the same power warmed 
by the same Suu of Righteousness, and ditfusing the same borrowed 
light, are destsned under the control of God, to move 1n their respec. 
tive spieres, with av augmentiag harmony, and to pour from their vas 
rious orbils, with different degrees of purity and sp.endour, the same 
commom and increasing light of rudy and holiness, upon the same 
regivos of moral darkness. ‘The Bible, the gospe!, the missionary 
cause, hoids with the igaorance, the pride and the folly of man, oo 
dubious contest. ‘The philosopher may, if it suiis him, speculate about 
tue tendency and the result of christian missions—the misguided be- 
liever may ponder upoo lus doubts and bis excuses--and the scoiler 
way sheer at iue delusions and the weaknesses of the sutlering weath- 
er-beating missionary, expending bis strength, withering fis limps, 
and disciplinisg his spirit, by the diseases, the hardships and anxieties 
of sultry aad barbarous climes, but in the meantime the gospel wiil 
oot tarry in its flight over mountains and seas, kingdoms and coati- 
nents; ihe labourer will not be deserted, the Pagan will not be eft to 
die in wis sins. The word of the living Gop is pledged unto his 
church, and the ark of tue Lord is in the camp of Zion. The empire 
of truth and of rigiuteousness must rise, and all ts uoreleatiog ene- 
tules must die. Must rise, did we say? already bas it risen, if not ia 
faci, yei in the purpose and couusel of Jehovah; for every part of us 
career was penciled out before God, amidst the solitude of his eter- 
any, said, let there be light, or tae morning stars sang together. With 
ihe visions of ancieut propheis betore him, the christiaa, the waywora 
missionary, Can now pourtray before him, in iis richest earthly beauty, 
ibis glorious city of God, and as he looks at it with the eye of talth, 
aud a8 1.8 splendour rises to his sgt, well nay he spontaneously ex- 
claim, Kingdom of Jesus! thy patron is Jehovai—thy field is the world 
—thy subjecis are thé people of every tou,ue— ny resources are the 
riches of ugavea—thy beauty is holiuess—thy day is unclouded—thy 
glory is eternal! Ampire of Jesus! though man be faituless, though 
uaa be mortal, thou livest, and thy brightness shall continue long “as 
the sun and the moon endureth.”’ 

Fiom the creature thuu bast nothing to fear—thou hast nothing 
to beseech? but biessed 13 the Land that gives to thee, and the heart 
that loves thee, aud the lips that pray for thee, and the strength thai is 
spent and the wounds that bleed for thee; for thou art the dwelling 
place of God’s mercy ov earth, and shalt be the grand monument of 
his love in heaven. And shall this.Board—shall this Society forget 
that with this empire their lives, tbeir fortunes and their destinies, are 
professedly identified? Soon will both, and the members of the church- 
es over whom they watch, and whose benefactions they appropriate 
tor the good of the kingdom have gone the way of ail the earth—and 
ave ascended, we would nope to tie regions of the blessed. And 
when other men s:alliave come to sit in these seats, to officiate ia 
these sanctuaries, and deliberate in these counsels, those destitute peo- 
ple, uatutered Iud:ans—unconverted eaipires and contineats now liv- 
ing, will have died also! and where will they be? ‘*Great God ou 
wnat aslender thread lang everlasting things!’ The breath that 
swells the note of the gospel trumpet dies away like the teeble breeze 
—and the eur that listeos io it closes up forever while it is yet giving 
its **certain sound.’”? He who talks of a sixty year’s period for the 
uhiversai propagation otf the Gospel,is often deemed an enthusiast, 
and yet what an awful calculation does he make? Dues he not doom 
two entire generations of the heathen to cootinued ignorance, and 
hopeless saperstilioa, & Liot out vow the calculations of the members 
of the chureh the possibility of their participation iu the blessings of 
the gospel? Fur iow shall they believe oa bim of whom they have not 
beard? and vow shalltiey hear without a preacher? and vow shall they 
preach except they be sent? If the time be short—if life be to uncer- 
tain, and yet so precious and eveatiul—if the prospects of millions be 
so dreary; and yet those of the church so spleadid, what shall this 
society du? Shall its feeble aud opening etforts be stopped? Shali our 
churches be told that we will ask them todo co more? will they tell 
us theycan do no more? Shall distant sections of the church; siall 
teeble congregations just begianing to revive—Shall tose Pagan chil- 
dren now just tearning, through our instiumeatality, toread the Bible 
and to pray, be told to extinguish the hopes we tae awakened in 
their bosoms, and because we are willing that the destitute should a- 
bide in their ignorance and perish in ther sins? what pious avd sup- 
plicaing parcot is there within the linit of our churches, who could 
take its children upon its Knee, aud with a voice untalteriog tell them 
that such was our deuisio ? What prayer could ve ofe:ed—what “siga 
of the times’’ could be marked? what memeato could be seeda—that 
would not remoustrate against us? Blessed be God, we irust the wish- 
es Of this Suciety and its congregations and the dictaies of duly and 
humanity are ove and the same; and while 1a accu with both 
our efforts are increased, and our Operations are eniarged. Shall we 
not more earoestly pray him, who dwelletn in the holy mountain, to 
send the ro: of bisstrengtin out of Aioa, estavlish this work of our 
hands upon us, and thus iet | ‘his’? servants, and 
bis ‘*giery unio Weir eliidren,”’

Neither a senator or represeita- 
tive, nor any person holding an ollice of trust or 
profit under the U. S. can be chosen an elec- 
tor. The electors must in each state vote oa the 
Ist day of Dec. for President and VY. President; 
and both of the persons voted for, must aot be 
inhabitants of the same state with themselves.— 
If neither of the persons thus voted for has a ma- 


choise of President devolves on the House of Re- 
peresentives, aad the choice of V. President oo 
the Senate. The representation from each state 
shall have but one vote; and the votes of thirleen 
states willbe necessary to constitute a choice. 
Should no person obtain this number of votes 
vefore the 4th of March, then the Vice President 
who may be chosen by the senate, will act for 
the ensuing four years as President. Should 
there be a failure to make choice of the Presi- 
dent and Vice Presideut by the 4ta of March, 
thea it shall be the duty of the Secretary of State 
to notify the Executives of each state of the 
fact, and electors must be chosen in the several! 
states within 34 days next preceding the 
first Wednesday of Dec. 1526, when the new 
choice must be proceeded in as usual.

PRILOSOPHIG. — 


Impenetrability of Glass —The experiment of 
lowering a corked glass bottle to a great depth in 
to the sea. has umif rmly resulted in the bottle’s 
being partly or wholly filled with water, when 
drawnup. Some have maintained that the water, 
in such cases, finds its way through the pores of 
the glass. ‘This, however, is an error; as appears 
from the following experiment —fwo glass bot 
tles, hermetically sealed, were let down, in lat. !4 
27 ‘¥. to the depth of 1200 feet—and drawn np 
emfuy. A wine bottle, corked, and sealed with 
rosin, was then let down, and come up filled, and 
the cork inverted! Five other bottles came up fill- 
ed—ihe corks and rosin remaining as when let 
down. This proves that water cannot find its way 
through glass—at least, under any pressure which 
is likely to be applied. 





Cholera Morbusin India —-M, Moreau de Joanes 
States, that, from the year ‘817 to 18-3, this dis- 
ease has travelled from the Malucca Islands to the 
coast of Syria, and from the mouth of the Wolga 
to the Isle of France;—the extreme pointe of its 
ravages being 1540 leagues asunder north and 
south, and 1900 learues from east to west. He 
considers it an entircly distinct disease from the 
cholera morbus of western countries;—a pestilen 
tial malady, travelling from place to place, and 
propagated from person to person. It operates 
on all ages and conditions in all seasons, in elevat- 
ed as well as low situations, under the influence 
of different climates and of differest diets. three 
frundred and fifty one natives of India died of the 
cholera in Calcutta, in February. 

First Medical School in the U. Statea—About 
the year 1756, Dr. William Hunter—«clarum et 
renerabile nomen,” gave at Newport, (i. I.) the 
rinst -inatomical and Surgical Lectures ever de- 
livered in the twelve colonies. They were deliv 
ered in the court house (wo seasons in succession, 
by cards of invitation, and to great satisfaction.— 
His collection of instruments was much larger 
than any professor exhibits at this day. Dr. Hun- 
ter was a man of talents, well educated at Edin- 
burg, and a wentleman of taste in the fine arts. 
He practised from the tine of his oublic lee turing 
at Rhode-Island till the British occupied it, and 
died an hospital surgeor in their service.

Tame Fish.—A late number of the Dumfries 
Courier, a Scottish paper, contains an account of 
an artificial pond or basin of salt water, peopled 
with tame fish, which was formed in 1800 by a 
Col. McDowall, at Logan or Port Nessock, in 
Scotland. Itis hewn out of the solid rock, and 
communicates with the sea by a narrow opening, 
walled on the inside, to prevent the escape of the 
fish, but sufficiently porous to admit of the ingress 
of the tide. The depth of the pond is 30 feet, 
and its circumference 160.

val. Fishes, in fact, hear ag well as see and the 
moment the fisherman crosses his thresyold, the 
pond is agitated by the action of some hundred 
fins, thrown into a state of perfect anarchy Dart- 
ing from this, that and the other corner, the whole 
populatien move as it were to a common centre, 
elevate their snouts, lash their tails, jossle one ano- 
ther with such violence, that, on a first view, they 
actually seem to be menacing an attack on the 
poor fisherman, in place of the cree!ful of limpets 
he carries. Many of the fishes are so tame that 
they will feed greedily from the hand, and bite 
your fingers into the bargain, if you are foolish 
enough to allow them; while others again are so 
shy, that the fisherman discourses of their differ- 
ent tempers as a thing quite as palpable as the 
gills they breathe through, or the fins they move 
by. One gigantic cod, which seems to answer to 
the name of Tom, and may be well described as 
the patriarch of the pond, very forcibly arrested 
my attention. This unfortunate, who passed his 
youth in the open sea, was taken prisoner at the 
age of five, and has since sojourned at Port-Nes- 
sock for the long period of twelve years, during all 
which time he has gradually increased in bulk 
and weight. He is now, however, so wholly blind 
from age or disease, that he has no chance what- 
everin the general scramble. The fisherman, how 
ever, is very kind to him, and it was really affect 
ing as well as curious, to see the huge animal raise 
himself in the water, and then resting his head on 
the flat stone, allow it to be gently patted or strok 
ed, gaping all the while to implore that food 
which he has no other means of obtainieg. 

It micht be difficalt to ascertain the exact popu- 
lation of the pond, but, judging from the eye, I am 
inclined to rate it at several hundreds. Cod an. 
ears to be the prevailing species. Salmon, which, 
it spawning time, visit the highest rivers, could 
not, of course, obey their instincts here, and ac- 
cordinely, there 1s only one specimen of this fa- 
vourite fish in the pond at present. Still, howev. 
er, he is one ainong a hundred; for, as the fisher. 
man remarked, “he is far soufi/er than ony o’the 
rest,’ and by virtne of this one quality, chases, 
hites, and otherwise annovs a whole battalion of 
vigaptic cod, that have only, one would think, to 
open their mouths and swallow him. Fish, it is 
renerally thought, increase in bulk so long as they 
live, and although the patriarchal cod mentioned 
above appears to be falling off, there is reason to 
think that this is chiefly, if not wholly, owing to 
his blindness, which, in spite of the utmost soli- 
citude of the fisherman, prevents him from obtain- 
inc an adequate supply of food. Tosnpply them 
with food is an important part of the fisherman’s 
duty, and with this view he must ply the net, and 
heave the line, during two or three days every 
week, Sand-eels, broken cras and limpets, form 
the staple articles'in the process of baiting, the 
former of which is given raw, while the latter 
must be slightly scalded, in order to disengage 
them from the shell. As a set-off to the great ad- 
vantage of possessing fish of a superior richness 
at all seasons of the most stormy year, we must 
notice the trouble of feeding and catching them; 
but after the original outlay, the expense cannot 
be very considerable; and the fisherman is of opin 
ion that a pond erected in the neighbourhood of 
London, would, in the end, become a profitable 
concern, both from the superior richness of the 
sh fed in it, and scarcity of the commodity, dur- 
ing certain cold and tempestuous seasons.

tion from John P. Wilson, Esy. of Cumberland 
county. Va. on the efficacy of blue vitriol in 
preventing the smutin wheat The remedy 
wae discovered a few years sisce in Switzer 

land and has been extensively used in that 
country, and in Flanders and France, and has 
heen recently introduced into England. In 
every experiment, as far as the result is known, 
it has proved entirely efficacious. Mr. Wilson’s 
method of applying it to the wheat, was this: 

After dissolving five pounds of the blue vitriol 
in hot water, he added as rouc! cold water as 
would cover four bushels of wheat. The grain 
was then poured slowly in, (i: ought to be done 
‘through a riddle) and all the light grains, which 

the great specific gravity of the solution caused 

to rise to the surface, were skimmed off; and 

after remaining from ‘our to six hours, the wheat 

was taken out, rolled in plaster, ard sown im- 

mediately. The crop in every instance, where 
the vitriol was used, was entirely free from 

smut, was of a more vigorous growth, of a more! 
uniform height, and superior in the quality of| 
he grain, to that where the sced was not thus| 
prepared. This is not an expensive remedy —| 
Che vitriol cost Mr W. 20 cents per pound, and| 
‘his was anflicient for three bushela. The stock! 
of wheat when once thoronghly cleansed, will] 
not require the application of u agsia for many
